I nominate West Virginia as 
the most progressive state in the 
U.S.A. when it comes to 
education. 
Not only are West Virginia 
parents and teachers concerned 
about the moral health of their 
students as affected by text­ 
books, but they are equally 
concerned about the physical 
well-being of their children as 
affected by unhealthy foods. 
West Virginia this fall became 
the first state to ban the sale of 
pink foods on school property 
during school hours. 
This decision was made after 
surveys showed that many 
children were spending their 
lunch money on such pseudo 
foods as candy bars, chewing 
gum, soft drinks or flavored ice 
cream. 
The principal ingredient of 
junk foods is sugar - something 
that is unnecessary for health or 
strength of body or mind. The 
brain and the brawn that 
designed and built the Egyptian 
pyramids and the Greek Par­ 
thenon achieved greatness 
without eating cane or beet 
sugar. The Roman legions that 
¡conquered the then-known world 
and the great explorers who 
discovered 
the 
Western 
Hemisphere managed to fulfill 
their destiny without sugar. 
; In addition to plenty of natural 
sugar in healthful foods such as 
fruit and honey, Americans eat 
two pounds of white sugar a 
week. Many people take a 
Quarter of all their calories in 
sugar. 
• Sugar isn’t just that white 
|ranulated stuff that you dish 
put with a spoon. When you add 
up your sugar calories, you must 
temember to include the sugar 
Content of candy, desserts and 
many packaged foods that may 
not even taste sweet to the 


average person. What matters is 
the percentage of sugar calories 
to the rest of your diet. 
Sugar is the main cause of 
cavities in teeth because bac­ 
teria feed «i sugar, converting it 
to cavity-causing acides that 
penetrate the tooth enamel. 
Sugar is a principal cause of 
America’s most widespread 
ailment, obesity, which in turn 
may increase your risk of high 
blood pressure, hardening of the 
arteries and, if it runs in the 
family, diabetes.

and desire for the nutrients they 
need to develop their own foods 
than there is to let them select 
their own textbooks. 
A vital part of the educatioul 
process is the development of 
good habits. It is worth more to 
have teeth after you are SO than 
to have junk foods before you 
are IS. Someday the 400,000 West 
Virginia 
schoolchildren 
will 
thank their parents and teachers 
for giving them the opportunity 
to keep their teeth. 
And while we are at it, how 
about limiting the use of food 
stamps to nutritious foods? 
Since what is involved is the 
taxpayers’ 
money and the 
welfare of children, we certainly 
have the right to prevent their 
redemption for junk foods just 
as we prohibit their use for 
tobacco and alcohol.

QUESTIONS ON 
SWINE FLU VACCINE 
From The New 
York Times 
The United States Govern­ 
ment is about to begin an un­ 
precedented campaign of mass 
immunizations by vaccine 
against swine influenza, 
a 
disease still conspicuous by its 
absence. Several recent news 
items strengthen our impression 
that on flu and other vaccines 
there is less certainty and 
knowledge than one would like 
to have prior to the initiation of a 
program whose goal is the 
vaccination of virtually every 
man, woman and child in this 
country. 
Down in South Carolina the 
other day, Dr. Albert Sabin 
made plain his opposition to the 
immunization campaign when 
there is no visible epidemic of 
any sort. He added that the jet- 
injector guns that will be widely 
used in an assembly-line 
prodecure 
may 
themselves 
spread disease. 
The swine flu vaccines that 
have been produced for the 
campaign were originally ex­ 
pected to have antibodies that 
would trigger off two lines of 
immunological defense against 
the disease should it strike a 
vaccinated individual. However, 
Science magazine reports that 
the vaccines that have been 
produced lack an essential 
element—for reasons not really 
understood—and hence can be 
counted upon to trigger only one 
of the two lines of defense. 
There is disagreement about 
how much this will limit the 
vaccine’s effectiveness, but the 
whole story has an ironic 
footnote: A few months ago 
there was much publicity about 


the 2,000,000 doses of "wrong 
vaccine” 
produced by one 
manufacturer. But now there is 
some evidence that because that 
vaccine triggers off both lines of 
defense, it could conceivably 
provide more total protection 
than the "right” vaccine. 
In Washington, a group of 
scientists including Dr. Jonas 
Salk have testified that most of 
the handful of cases of polio that 
have occurred in this country 
since the early 1980s have 
probably been the by-product of 
the live polio vaccine which is 
standard here.

QUESTIONS ON 
SWINE FLU VACCINE 
From The New 
York Times 
The United States Govern­ 
ment is about to begin an un­ 
precedented campaign of mass 
im m unizations 
by 
vaccine 
against 
swine 
influenza, 
a 
disease still conspicuous by its 
absence. Several recent news 
items strengthen our impression 
that on flu and other vaccines 
there is less certainty and 
knowledge than one would like 
to have prior to the initiation of a 
program whose goal is the 
vaccination of virtually every 
man, woman and child in this 
country. 
Down in South Carolina the 
other day, Dr. Albert Sabin 
made plain his opposition to the 
immunization campaign when 
there is no visible epidemic of 
any sort. He added that the jet-

spread disease. 
The swine flu vaccines that 
have been produced for the 
campaign were originally ex­ 
pected to have antibodies that 
would trigger off two lines of 
immunological defense against 
the disease should it strike a 
vaccinated individual. However, 
Science magazine reports that 
the vaccines that have been 
produced 
lack 
an 
essential 
element—for reasons not really 
understood—and hence can be 
counted upon to trigger only one 
of the two lines of defense. 
There is disagreement about 
how much this will limit the 
vaccine's effectiveness, but the 
whole 
story 
has 
an 
ironic 
footnote: A few months ago 
there was much publicity about 


the 2,000,000 doses of “wrong 
vaccine” 
produced 
by 
one 
manufacturer. But now there is 
some evidence that because that 
vaccine triggers off both lines of 
defense, it could conceivably 
provide more total protection 
than the “right" vaccine. 
In Washington, a group of 
scientists including Dr. Jonas

Commissioner of Adminis­ 
tration J. Neil Nielsen, follow­ 
ing Auditor George Lehr’s first 
hearing into circumstances sur­ 
rounding the transaction on 
Thursday, said the owner of the 
largest tract of land had de­ 
cided to settle his claim against 
the state for only the state’s 
down payment in the deal 
Lehr, who was thwarted in 
his efforts to obtain testimony 
on the ill-fated transaction from 
state officials on Thursday, was 
to resume his inquiry today in 
Kansas City with testimony 
from the private individuals in­ 
volved in the deal. 
Nielsen, after turning over to 
Lehr all documents of his office 
pertaining to the land deal but 


refusing to answer any of 
Lehr’s questions on advice of 
his attorney, said in an inter­ 
view that Enos Axtell, who 
owned 181 acres of the tract 
considered by the state, will 
keep the $50,000 the state had 
paid him to secure the proper­ 
ty 
But Nielsen said the owners 
of the remaining 80 acres, for 
which the state had put $25,000 
down, have yet to settle their 
claim. 
After the state signed the 
contracts to buy the land for 
$1.3 million in August, the pur­ 
chase was made public by Niel­ 
sen.

WASHINGTON (AP) - De­ 
spite President Ford’s assertion 
that U.S. relations with Japan 
“have never been better,” 
American officials see a turbu­ 
lent period ahead because of 
the question of Japanese fishing 
operations in U.S. coastal wa­ 
ters. 
Another potentially disruptive 
problem is that the Japanese 
surplus in its U.S. trade this 
year may exceed the $4.1-bil- 
lion record set a few years ago. 
Japanese officials are wor­ 
ried that the March l extension 
of U.S. jurisdiction to 200 miles 
offshore will result in a sharp 
reduction in the Japanese fish 
catch, causing both unemploy­ 
ment and inflation in Japan. 
On the U.S. side, officials are 
bracing themselves for anti- 
American demonstrations in 
Japan when negotiations for a 
new bilateral fishing agreement 
are resumed next month. 
Those negotiations are re­ 
quired by the new American 
law extending the U.S. fishing 
limit from 12 miles to 200 
miles. Existing fishing agree­ 
ments can be continued under 
the law, but the State Depart­ 
ment is responsible for renego­ 
tiating diem to conform with 
the conservation policies set 
forth in the statutes. 
In his debate last week with' 
Democratic presidential candi­ 
date Jimmy Carter, Ford cited 
Japan as a model example of 
how his administration has 
reinforced links with traditional 
U.S. allies. 
One official said Ford would 
have been wise to select an ally 
other than Japan. Fish is an 
emotional issue with the Japa­ 
nese, and Tokyo is clearly up­ 
set with the prospect of the 
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partial loss of a traditional sup­ 
ply source. 
After March 1, regional coun­ 
cils in various U.S. coastal re­ 
gions will set quotas for foreign 
fishermen within the 200-mile 
zone with a view toward con­ 
serving marine resources. Ja­ 
pan is worried that the council 
responsible for te Northern Pa­ 
cific Zone will set arbitrarily 
low quotas. 
U.S. officials estimate that 15 
per cent of Japan’s fish catch 
comes from within the prospec­ 
tive zone, but Japanese sources 
say the figure is somewhat 
higher. 
Japan says the United States 
has no right to unilaterally de­ 
clare a 200-mile economic zone. 
This same position had been 
embraced for years by the 
United States, but American of­ 
ficials now say that changing 
international sentiment justifies 
the U.S. action.

WASHINGTON (AP) - De­

The Britannic sapk under 
mysterious circumstances on 
Nov. 21, 1916, off the Aegean 
island of Kea. It was believed a 
German submarine torpedoed 
the 46,000-ton vessel. 
The expedition member said 
Miss Mitchell, who walks with 
the aid of crutches, “ never 
managed to get deeper than 150 
feet in the bathyscape after 
days of valiant efforts.” The 
ship lies at a depth of 350 feet. 
He added that Cousteau was 
reluctant to take further risks 
with Miss Mitchell, who will be 
returning to England. 
Sheila MacBeth Mitchell went 
down to a depth of 50 feet for 
limited periods Thursday in a 
bathyscaphe. A spokesman for 
ocean-rover Cousteau said the 
woman, who walks with the aid 
of crutches, had trouble breath­ 
ing and got seasick. 


“She found the gong very dif­ 
ficult,” he said. 
Miss Mitchell was a 26-year- 
old nurse aboard the 46,000-ton 
converted liner Britannic when 
it sank in the Aegean Sea off 
Kea island on Nov. 21, 1916. It 
was believed that a German 
submarine torpedoed the ship. 
Hie woman said that when 
the Britannic, a sister ship of 
the ill-fated Titanic, started to 
sink, “we panicked initially, 
but somehow managed to get 
everyone away with no major 
losses. I don’t know what to be­ 
lieve as to who did it. At that 
time we had no doubt what­ 
soever it was a German subma­ 
rine.” 
The 21 dead were lost be­ 
cause their lifeboat was carried 
under by a whirlpool created 
by the sinking ship. 
Cousteau 
discovered the 
wreck during a filming project 
earlier this year. He appealed 
recently for survivors or their 
relatives to advise him during

underwater 
exploration. 
Miss Mitchell, a Scot who lives 
in Bolton, England, answered 
his appeal and joined the ex­ 
pedition last weekend.

“As a kid I loved to watch my 
father and brothers work on the 
car. Of course I was never 
allowed to touch,” she said with 
a smile. “But even today if he 
saw me tearing down and 
rebuilding a carburetor, my 
father wouldn’t believe his 
eyes.” 


Dale Shephard, the pioneer 


woman in the department, has 
handled thousands of claims in 


f seven years. But until she en-

transmissions, install timing 
chains and perform complete 
valve jobs. They claim he suit­ 
ed the course in self-defense. 
“We were always bugging 


him with questions,” Ms. Snap- 
hard explains. “He wanted to 
get us (Nit of his hair.” 
Melling’s teaching technique 


is simplicity itself. He shows 
them the diagram in the book, 
tells them what to do and walks 
away. If the unit doesn’t work 
when they put it together again, 
they have to backtrack until 
they find out what they did 
wrong.

city sales tax revenue if the ex­ 
emption were put into effect. 
Proponents of the sales tax 
point out that it is fairer, espe­ 
cially for poor persons, to ex­ 
empt food and drugs. They cite 
as an example that a poor fam­ 
ily of four pays a higher per­ 
centage of their income in sales 
taxes than does a more wealthy 
family. 
The state GOP platform said 
there is no assurance that the 
General Assembly would make 
up the lost $180 million, and if 
that were to happen “ then Mis- 
i souri’s needy would be the real 
losers." 
The state Democratic plat­ 
form did not address the ex­ 
emption question directly. State 
Rep. J. B. “ Je t” Banks at­ 
tempted to get it approved and 
inserted into the state platform 
as an amendment, but was de­ 
feated at a meeting of tme 
Democratic State Committee. 


BLOOM FIELD - The local

Research helps development 
of cold hardiness in trees 


Three area extension specialists from southeast Missouri received awards Tuesday 
at a meeting on the University of Missouri-Columbia campus. The area award 
recipients, from left, are Fredericka Plummer, area home economist at Charleston; 
Charles Gamble, area livestock specialist at Famington; and Richard McIntosh, area 
farm management specialist at Benton. Mrs. Plummer received a certificate of 
recognition from Epsilon Sigma Phi, an honorary fraternity of Missouri extension 
workers, and Gamble received an achievement award and McIntosh a distinguished 
service award, both presented by the National Association of County Agricultural 
Agents.

Factors recently identi­ 
fied in trees by University 
of M i s s o u r i researchers 
could help the development 
of more cold-hardy trees, 
says 
Greg Brown, 
UMC 
forestry professor. 
These factors range from 
a “supercooling” phenom e­ 
non to built-in “antifreeze” 
in trees, Brown says. 
Brown and his colleagues 
have isolated and identified 
a glycoprotein (a protein 
bound with sugars) which 
binds the w ater in the cells 
and keeps it from turning 
into ice. They found the 
glycoprotein in black locust 
trees, well-known for their 
hardiness. 
Similar 
glyco­ 
protein has been found in 
Antarctic fish. 
Brown’s findings will be 
used by plant breeders who 
will be better able to select 
for cold-hardiness. Others 
will use his information to 
develop chemicals that will 
stimulate plants to produce 
glycoprotein or other forms 
of plant “antifreeze.” 
M anufacturers 
a r e 
al­ 
ready selling cyro 
(cold) 
protectants which basically 
slow plant growth. “D or­ 
m ant p l a n t s 
are 
more 
hardy,” Brown said. 
The UMC research will 
help 
protect 
trees 
from 
early fall freezes and late 
spring freezes, which would 
be worth millions of dollars 
to the fruit and nursery in ­ 
dustries. 
“And 
by 
extending 
a 
tree’s hardiness, we could 
introduce desirable species 
into 
areas 
where 
t h e y 
couldn’t grow before,” said 
Brown. 
One of the most cold- 
hardy trees is the black 
locust and Brown said there 
are three main reasons for 
that 
toughness. 
O n e 
is 
glycoprotein. 
Another is that the locust, 
like other c o l d - h a r d y 
plants, has a special type 
of cell membrane that tends 
to keep ice out of the plant’s 
cells. The membrane also 
allows w ater to move out 
of the cells more quickly. 
W ithout w ater in them, ice 
can’t form. 
“It’s the formation of ice 
that kills the cells,” Brown 


said. “If this happens in 
the ‘vital’ parts of the tree, 
like the bud tips, results 
are fatal. F ruit production 
is lost for at least a year 
and the tree may never re­ 
cover.” 
A n o t h e r factor which 
m akes 
trees 
more 
cold- 
hardy is the “supercooling” 
phenomenon. “Some plants 


have 
mechanisms 
which 
tend to keep ice crystals 
from forming. For example, 
in trees like black locusts, 
cellular ice crystals won’t 
form until cell sap reaches 
15 degrees Farenheit or be­ 
low,” Brown said. 
Another minor reason for 
black locust’s toughness is 
its built-in “antifreeze.”

hearing loss? 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 


DEAR DR. LAMB - 1 have 
had Meniere’s disease for 26 
years. The hearing in my right 
ear deteriorated first. After 
about IS years my left ear 
started to go. 
I no longer have the serious 
vertigo I had the first IS 
years, only occasional slight 
dizziness, particularly when I 
roll over in bed, rarely when I 
am upright. 
I wear hearing aids on both 
ears. The sound distortion, 
however, is becoming more 
serious and I am concerned 
about being able to continue 
working which requires talk­ 
ing to others and on the phone. 
Last year I heard about a 
doctor who had some success 
in restoring hearing in 
Meniere’s patients using a low 
cholesterol diet. 
My other health is fine. I am 
54 and weigh 130 pounds and 
am 5 feet 2 .1 would certainly 
try a diet if it would help my 
hearing. Thank you for any ad­ 
vice you can give. 
DEAR READER - Your 
case is unusual because it in­ 
volves both ears and began at 
such an early age. Meniere’s 
disease more often begins in 
middle life. 
For the benefit of other 
re a d e rs the disease is 
characterized by dizziness 
(vertigo) that makes a person 
have a sensation of motion, 
loss of hearing and ringing or 
buzzing in the ears. Unless 
there is an associated hearing 
loss it is not true Meniere’s 
disease. 
A person with this disease 
may feel fine except during 
attacks. The attacks may be 
associated with nausea and 
rarely vomiting, somewhat 
like motion sickness. During 
the attack the eyes may be 
seen to move back and forth in 
jerky movements called 
nystagmus. 


As the hearing is lost diz­ 
ziness disappears as it has in 
your case. Hearing loss is 
progressive so the dizziness 
sensation seems to burn itself 
out in time. The attacks are 
treated with medicines used 
to treat motion sickness. 
The cause of the disease is 
unknown. Some authorities 
think it is caused by an ac­ 
cumulation of excess fluid in 
the delicate balance ap­ 
paratus inside the ear. These 
canals are somewhat like a 
carpenter’s level and send 
signals to the brain about the 
position of the head. When 
they are inflamed or ac­ 
cumulate fluid or are 
otherwise damaged they send 
false information to the brain, 
just as a faulty caipenter’s 
level could give misinforma­ 
tion. The brain then is con­ 
fused, causing sensations of 
motion. 
You can have the sensation 
of dizziness or vertigo from 
other medical problems, in­ 
cluding 
i nf la mm at i on 
resulting from a recent viral 
respiratory infection and, of 
course, some people get it 
from motion sickness. 
A diet that restricts salt is 
used in some patients with 
Meniere’s disease to try to 
prevent any accumulation of 
fluid in the balance canals. 
And circulation can be a fac­ 
tor. I am doubtful that you 
will get much benefit from a 
low-fat, low-cholesterol diet 
but it is worth trying. I am 
sending you The Health Letter 
number 1-3, Diet, Preventing 
Atherosclerosis.

Danforth seeks senate 
seat for first Republican 
from Missouri in 24 years 


‘Wonderboy of Missouri politics’ 
Hearnes is an admitted underdog in Senate race 


-EFFERSON 
CITY, 
Mo. 
(AP) — John C. Danforth says 
he has traveled 38,000 miles 
this political year down the 
long road to the U. S. Senate. 
That’s about one mile for. 
each of the 37,528 votes by 
which he lost a Senate bid six 
years ago to Stuart Symington. 
But the attorney general is 
hoping his 1976 campaign trav­ 
els will make him a winner 
over former Gov. Warren E. 
Hearnes, to become the first 
Republican U. S. senator from 
Missouri since James P. Kem 
of Kansas City in 1946-52. 
For Danforth, who turned 40 
last month, each of the four 
campaigns he has waged in 
Missouri since 1968 has been 
different, with his unsuccessful 
970 bid against Symington the 
most difficult. 
“I was just fooling myself 
most of the time thinking that I 
even had a chance,” Danforth 
said. Earlier this year, he ex­ 
pected to be opposing the retir­ 
ing senator’s son, Rep. James 
Symington, D-Mo., who placed 
a distant third in the Democrat­ 
ic U. S. Senate primary Aug. 3. 
“I was so certain that I was 
going to run against Jimmy 
Symington. We had a fellow re­ 
searching all the congressional 
issues and spending most of the 
time 
analyzing 
Symington’s 
voting record,” Danforth said. 
Both Hearnes and Symington 
were defeated by Rep. Jerry 
Litton, who was killed in a pri­ 
mary 
election 
night 
plane 
crash. Hearnes was chosen as 
the party nominee by the 
Democratic State Committee. 
“Until about a couple of 
weeks before the primary, I 
had given very little thought to 
the other two (Hearnes and Lit­ 
ton),” Danforth said. “I cer­ 
tainly never expected to run 
against Warren Hearnes.” 
But Danforth says he’s not 
taking Hearnes lightly, even 
though his political advantages 
over the former two-term gov­ 
ernor are many. 
“I’m running hard. It’s been 
seven months of very constant 
effort," Danforth said. “I’ve 
never taken Hearnes lightly.” 
He had little to say about 
what kind of race it would have 
been had Littori been his oppo­ 
nent. 
“Litton was certainly very 
formidable,” Danforth said. 
In his campaign against the 
Charleston Democrat, Danforth 
has delved very little into 
Hearnes' background, and kept 
his message keyed to what he 
would do if sent to Washington 
to represent Missouri. 
The major theme of his mes­ 
sage is limiteing the endless 
growth of the federal govern­ 
ment and that the answer to 
every problem of the United 
States is not another federal 
program. 
Danforth and Hearnes see 
eye-to-eye on a number of is­ 


sues, and the style of the two 
individuals may be what the 
voters take into account when 
they cast their ballots Nov. 2. 
Danforth’s 
wealth 
is 
frequently 
brought 
up 
by 
Hearnes as one reason why he 
should not be elected to the U .. 
Senate. He also contends that 
politics is a hobby to Danforth. 
Danforth is the grandson of 
the late William H. Danforth, 
who founded Ralston Purina in 
1894. 
“My view is that I really 
have had a lot of blessings in 
this life, and I have something 
of an obligation to do some­ 
thing other than grab the near­ 
est buck. Public life is an op­ 
portunity to be of service,” 
Danforth said. “I certainly am 
not doing it for profit.” 
Danforth, his wife Sally and 
their five children live in Jef­ 
ferson City’s most affluent resi­ 
dential area. They have 860 
acres of farmland in the heavi­ 
ly 
forested 
Phelps County, 
where the family spends week­ 
ends together. 
“I’m a cowboy at heart,” 
Danforth said. “I like to fool 
around with horses and fly fish­ 
ing.” 
In 1968, Danforth broke the 
Democrats' spell over the vot­ 
ers to become the first Republi­ 
can elected to statewide office 
since Kern’s victory 22 years 
before. 
He won the attorney gener­ 
al’s post against incumbent 
Norman H. Anderson by 72,000 
votes. Four years later, he won 
re-election, and along with him, 
Christopher S. Bond and Wil­ 
liam Phelps, were elected to 
the offices of governor and lieu­ 
tenant governor. 
“Reinstituting the two-party 
system in this state has been a 
very healthy thing. The quality 
of both parties has increased 
immeasurably because of com­ 
petition. Government has also 
improved because now it’s a 
two-party government,” Dan­ 
forth said. 
Recruiting competent person­ 
nel to the attorney general’s of­ 
fice is cited by Danforth as one 
of 
his 
greatest 
accom­ 
plishments in eight years as 
head of that office. 
During his two terms, the at­ 
torney general has filed numer­ 
ous suits against individuals 
and corporations for polluting 
Missouri streams; forced mu­ 
nicipalities in the state to im­ 
prove their bidding practices on 
insurance policies to reduce 
premium costs; battled inde­ 
pendent truckers who blocked 
traffic at a number of truck 
stops in the state in 1974; filed 
suit against two insurance com­ 
panies and the state auto deal­ 
er association in regard to anti­ 
competitive 
insurance 
prac­ 
tices; 
initiated investigations 
into the prices of milk and bot­ 
tled gas, and filed suit against 
barbers in the state for anti- 
Armed forces
